DRIVEN TO THE MOUNTAINS. 


Americans Lose Five Men Killed and 
Thirty-Eight Wounded. 


Manila, November 25, 11:30 p. m.—The 

movement against the insurgents in the 
Island of Panay has resulted in driving 
them to the mountains, twenty miles in- 
ward. The troops engaged were two bat- 
talions of the Nineteenth regiment, a bat- 
talion of the Twenty-sixth regiment, the 
Mighteenth regiment, Gordon's mounted 
|seouts and ‘Bridgman’'s battery of the 
Sixth artillery. 

The Americans in all lost five men 
| killed and had thirty-eight mea wounded. 
|General Hughes; Colonel Carpenter and 
Colonel Edmund Rice commanded during 
the various fights. Thirty-two insurgents 
| were killed in the engagements and the 
| natives reported that nineteen cartloads 
of wounded were taken away. Among 
' the Americans killed was a lieutenant of 
the Eighteenth regiment and a sergeant 
Of artillery.

Some 
of the railway men intimate that the po- 
sition will be tendered to J. S. B. Thomp- 
son, the assistant general superintendent 


of the Southern railway in Atlanta.

the erection of a new station than any 
Other company, provided tthe new one is 
cénstructed. This fact has induced gome 
of the other roads to ask the Southern 
to take the lead in the matter. Neither 
President Spencer nor Vice President 
Gannon could very well fill the duties of 
chairman, they cannot get here to 
atterd meetings. Mr. Thompson is the 
Southern’s chief representative in this 
section of the country. He is a resident 
of Atianta and he is thoroughly familiar 
with the history of the depot case. He 
has attended practically all the meetings 
and Mr, Spencer and Mr. Gannon have 
looked to him to represent the system’s 
interests. So far as could be learned yes- 
terday, nothing has been done toward 
choosing a successor to Major Thomas, 
but the matter will probably be taken 
up early this week. The roads having 
a voice in tthe matter are the Western 
and Atlantic, the Central, the Georgia, 
the Atlanta and West Point, and the 
Southern railway. ‘There is reason (to 
believe that some strong interests other 
than the Southern’s have suggested Mr. 
Thompson's name. 

The disposition of the general assem- 
bly seems to be at present not to appro- 
priate money for the erection of a 
new passenger station in Atlanta. It 
is believed that the members can be 
brought to look at the matter in a busi- 
ness light and realize that if they do not 
make some arrangement by which either 
the state or the roads erect a station on 
the present site, it will be a mistake and 
will result in loss to the state. 

The present station is so crowded now 
that the roads are very much hampered 
in moving their business. This condition 
cannot continue much longer, and if the

There is no satisfactory reason why the 
United States shogld not grow and null 
all of its own rice, nor is there any rea- 
son why the United States should not be- 
coMe an exporter of rice. Rice cultiva- 
tion in the Hawaiian islands and jn the 
Philippines is referred to, and then a full 
description of the methods of cultivation 
in the United States is given, and the 
obstacles to rice cultivation are mention. 
ed. This is followed by general 
notes on the culture end treatment ol 
rice, describing the preparation of the 
ground, sowing the seed, injury to bloom, 
fiooding, harvesting, thrashing, fertiliz- 
ing, and milling.

WALL STREET. 


Average of Prices Somewhat Lower | 
Than Last Week. 


New York, November 25.—The average af 
prices is somewnat lower than at the of 
last Saturday, notwithstanding very 
advances in a number cf individual stoch,> 
which are usually not prominent in the market. 
Last week’s growing anticipations of an abund- 
ance of money at cheap rates nave not been 
realized and the disappointments in specula- 
tive circles has led to some marketing of hold- 
irgs. There was a very narrow demand to ab- 
sorb these holdings. The effects of the gov- 
ernment bond redemptions on che stock mar- 
ket have not nearly equalled the hopes of 
bull speculator: The volume of bonds offered 
at first in response to the treasury depart 
ment's offer encouraged the expectation of a 
marked effect on the money market. But there 
were large holders of stocks who took advan- 
tage of the strengt’ induced by the bond re- 
d«emptions and the good bank statement of last 
Saturday to sell out. “his kind of selling on 
Monday and a flurry in call money on Tuesday 
to 14 per cent effectually dashed the hopes of a 
rampant bull speculation and cautious methods 
once more care into place. The small effect 
produced on the open market for call loans by 
the disbursement of over $12,00,000 for zgov~ 
ernment bond redemptions is explained by the 
character of tha holdings that have been re- 
deemed. A large proportion of these has come 
from savings banks. The large absorption dur- 
ing the week of the United States 4 per cents 
of 1$25 show that a considerable proportion 
of the redeemed bonds were simply converted 
into the new 4's with the purpose of extending 
the period of the investment. Such an opera- 
tion brovght no loanable funds into the market 
at all. Besides the cconversion into the United 
States new 4's, .he New York savings banks 
used part of the redemption money to acquire 
some of the New York municipal bonds which 
were issued this week. The New York city 
government keeps its cash in depository bang<s, 
so that that portion of the government 
demption money has become, or will become, 
available to the money market It thus hap- 
pens that while the subtreasury operations 
have yielded upward of $7,000,000 during the 
week and confidence has been felt that the

But long before monotheism had super- 
seded or come inte rivalry with polythe- 
ism, Thanksgiving days had been estab- 
lished as regular festivals in the calen- 
dars of the early civilizations. 

In fact, the accentuated stages of na- 
ture, the most notable of which were seed 
time and harvest, seem to have been 
among the earliest occasions that 
ancients seized upon for making oppropri- 
ate celebrations, identified, as they were. 
with the solistices, or the turning points 
of winter and summer. 

To primitive man, with his sphere of 
sensation, action and resources, the gath- 
ering of the harvest was an all important 
item in the calendar of the year. With 
dis superstitious nature he charged plenty 
or famine to the unseen power and sought 
to propitiate them as far as possible. He 
even went further than to celebrate his 
thanks once a year, and seized upon ev- 
ery occasion; the overflow of fertilizing 
rivers or the introduction of new farm- 
ing implements and other important 
evetns, to indulge in feast, prayer and 
sacrifice. 

At the time the Iliad was written the 
tWo principai festivals of Greece were 
those of the harvest and the vintage; re- 
Spactively. Rome itself was founded 
amid pastoral festivities of a thanks- 
giving nature in honor of the god Pales, 
and the feast of Cereatia was long one of 
her principal festivals. 

After their delivery from Egypt the 
Jews instituted a number of fasts and 
festivals, among which the great 
feast of tabernacles approximates more 
hearly to a Thanksgiving Day celebra- 
ion than any other. 

The Mohammedans made their thanks- 
giving at the end of the sacred month of 
Ramadan, celebrating it by gifts to the 
poor and unfortunate. 

The ancient Fersians seem to have been | 
the only nation among the early civili- 
zations which had absolutely no Thanks- 
Giving festival, a circumstance which was 
probably due to the fact that they lgid 
no temple and didnot worship in com- 
mon, hey worshiped the sun only, and 
preferred to do so in a solitary manner,

In the great fruit countries the time of 
Vintage was the period selected for these 
Tejoicings and thanksgivings, while far- 
ther north the harvesting of the cereal 
Crops was ceiebrated. 

The rise of the Roman church, conse- 
quent upon the dawn of the Christian 
eta and the spread of Christianity, trans- 
formed these celebrations into monothe- 
Stic instead of pagan ceremonies, but 
the outward form of the observances dif- 
fered little from them except that the 
Wild orgies wit which some of the pagan 
rites had been accompanied were more or 
less done away with. 

In all the European countries today the 
custom of giving thanks after the har- 
vest has been gathered continues, and 
Most of the Christian churches hold ser- 
Vices befitting the occasion. Thanksgiv- 
ing aays are therefore practically as old 
@ civilization itself, and will doubtless 
Continue to be observed ag long as there

HOW OUR SOLDIERS DRESS SALADS. 

Nearly every Thanksgiving dinner will 
have its salad and this one recommended 
army may be of value to our people 
at home. The quantities are: 

“Three tablespoonfuls of oil; yolk 
one egg, one teaspoonful mustard, 
half teaspoonful salt and one tablespoon- 
ful vinegar. 

“Birst beat the egg; then rub the oil and 
egg together; next rub in the mustard; 
then the salt and lastly the vinegar grad- 
ually. A few grains of cayenne pepper 
may be added® A _ boiled Irish potato 
mashed fine may be substituted for the 
yolk of the egg. If the oil and egg or 
potato do not mix well, a few drops of 
vinegar will facilitate the process.

Representatives shall be apportioned among 
the several states according to their respective 
numbers, counting the whole number of per- 
sons in each state, excluding Indians not taxed. 
But when the right to vote at any election for 
the choice of electors for president and vice 
president of the United States * * * is de- 
nied to any of the male inhabitants of such 
being twenty-one vears of age and cit- 
izens of the United States, or in any way 
abridged, except for participation in rebellion 
or other crime. the basis of representation 
therein shall be reduced in the proportion 
which the number of such male citizens shall 
bear to the whole Shumber of male citizens 
twenty-one years of age in such state. 


In anticipation of the attempt to in- 
force this provision The World obtained 
from each of the former slave states a 


|summary of its restrictions upon suffrage. 
| They are as follows: 


In Alabama, Georgia, 
ia there are no restrictions on manhood suf- 
frage except a poll-tax requirement and the 
usual disfranchisement of convicted criminals. 

Tennessee the’ poll tax requirement is 

only direct restriction. But the ballot 

requirements are such that no illiterate 
person can comply with them. This prac- 
tically disfranchises most of the negroes. 

In North Carolina each voter must have 
his poll tax for the current year and the 
preceding. Any one offering to register 
cannot produce proof of such payment is 
ject to immediate indictment. This both 
franchises and intimidates the negroes in large 
numbers. 

In Florida there none but poll tax re- 
quiremenfs, but, as in Tennessee, the ballot 
law requirements in effect disfranchise 50 per 
cent of the negroes. 

In Mississippi the voter must 
two years in the state and one year in the 
election district. Hie must have paid two 
years’ poll tax. He must register four months 
before the election. He must be able to read 
and write, or to understand a clause of the 
State constitution when it is read to him, th. 
decision as to the ‘‘understanding’’ restinz 
with the election officers. In practical effect 
these requirements disfranchise nearly all ne- 
groes and hardly anybody else. 

In South Carolina, after this year, everv 
voter must be able to read and write, or 
must pay taxes upon $300 worth of real es- 
tate. This applies to blacks and whites alike. 

In Louisiana a two years’ residence is re- 
quired. Also the voter must read and write. 
or in lieu thereof pay taxes upon $300 worth of 
real estate. But persons who were voters 
in any state before January 1, 1867 (all whites. 
of course), and the sons and grandsons of 
persons, if they were twenty-one years 
old or more in 1898, and all citizens naturalized 
before January 1, 1898, are entitled to vote, pro-

state for five years. In effect these provisions 
disfranchise a majority of the negroes an 
enable illiterate whites to vote. 

As a result of these restrictions,

It was way back in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, just after the 9old Puritans had 
established their colony at Plymotth, 
Mass. And, strange to say, instead of 
being in November, as it is now, it was 
in the early fall. The summer had been 
hot and dry, and as the entire living of 
the-Puritan colonists depended on their 
crcps, they were much disturbed in spirit 
over the lack of rain. If it would onlg 
rain the crops could be saved. But it 
would not rain—every day dawned bright 
and clear. and every day foundthe Puri- 
tans more and more disheartened about 
the crops they had toiled over all summer, 
and brought the prospect of starvation 
closer and closer t9 them. 

So one day they all gathered together 
and said: ‘‘We will neither eat nor drink 
today; we will spend the entire day O1 
cur knees praying to the Almighty God 
to send rain and save our crops and our 
liyes.’’ 

This they did, and, as if in answer to 
their fasting and prayer, a gentle rain be- 
gan to fall about 2 o'clock, whereupon the 
Puritans turned their prayers into thanks- 
giving and their fast into a rejoicing 
feast. 
awed by this “God of the white man’’ an- 
swering his prayers, and they came with 
their pipes of peace to join in the “‘thanks- 
giving’ festivities, and brought venison 
and wild game as their offering to the 
first Thanksgiving dinner. 

After this it was the regular custom of 
the New England colonists to devote ona 
day to the giving of thanks after the 
crops were all gathered. So it was that 
Thanksgiving always occurred some tima 
in November after harvest time, and om 
that day all rejoiced in as bountiful a 
table as could be afforded. 

Even yet this old custom prevails in all 
parts of our country, and in the small 


towns and villages of New England it is 
a feast of greater importance even than 
The descendants of those old 


Christmas. 
Puritans are still loyal to the traditions 
of their ancestors. At one time these an- 


cestors did away with the celebration of 
Christmas entirely, because of their bitter 
hatred against the Catholic and Episcopal 
churches, and they regarded the observ- 
ance of Christmas as a purely Catholic 
feast and substituted Thanksgiving in its 


place.

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FACTS IN 


CURIOUS AND LITTLE-KNOWN: ~ 


NATURAL HISTORY 


Here is a curiovs and little known fact 
regarding. litter-bearing animais—dogs, 
wolves, the whole cat family, hogs, rab- 
bits. and so on. Each of their young ap- 
propriates to itself one particular teat— 


and never by any chance sucks any 
other. At first all the teats are tumid 
and full of milk. Within a week those 
which do not suckle become dry and 
small. Thus a glance at the mother 
shows the number of her young. The 
effect is often very curious. By this 
process of natural selection, the, big 


milk giving teats frequently alternate 
regularly with the dry ones. 

The wise men say this is one of na- 
ture’s special provisions against injustice. 
Without it, among gregarious animals, 
the strongest litter would plunder, tram- 


ple and starve the weaker ones. Or 
course in the same family, the pig, or 


puppy, or kitten, or cub, which holds 
on longest and sucks hardest, gets the 
biggest share of the family provision— 
but that is another thing from going out- 
side. 

Very young lambs are as like as peas 
in a pod to everything, except the noses 
of their mothers. A hundred ewes at 
pastures, with lambs of the same size, 
will make no mistake about their ch.i- 
dren—that is, if the children have once 
been accepted as their own. Sometimes 
it happens that for no visible reason, a 
ewe rejects her lambs, and can not be 
induced to own it. If she has twins, she 
may own one, and reject the other. A 
case in point was that of a grade merino, 
which brought fortn at once a big bounc- 
ing -white lamb, and a very scrawny 
black one. She would not look at the 
white fellow, but lavished a passionate 
devotion upon the black atom, fo the 
great amazement of the shepherd. 
dectared that in forty years’ @Xpertence 
he had seen nothing like it—though he 
had known many cases in which Diack 
lambs were promptly disowned. 

Regular shepherds have a_ trick by 
which to fool the ewe's nose. If a new 
born lamb dies, they strip off its skin, 
and fasten the skin securely upon an- 
other lamb—one of twins or it may be 
triplets. Then for a day or so, they pén 
the little creature along with the bereft 
ewe. In most she accepts it ana 
rears it, never knowing the difference,
